FALLING PRICE NOT STOPPED 
BY AMALGAMATIONS, 


In spite of the far-reaching 
amalgamation schemes which have 
been carried through in the tin. 
mining industry, during. the last 
year or two, and the efforts to ré- 
gulate production made by the ‘Tin 
Producers’ Association, the price 
of tin has continued to fall (says 
The Times of May 12).

COURT SENSATIONS. 


' There‘ was more sensation in‘ Mr. 

R. E.: Lindsell’s Court yesterday 
afternoon’ when hearing was” re- 
sumed of. the case in which the 
Canton authorities are seeking the 
extradition of three alleged fugt- 
tives from justice. 

Mr. Hin-shing Lo, for the alleged: 
fugitives, again ‘entered a strong 
protest against the high- 
handed action of the Can- 
ton “Police in arresting and in- 
terfering with witnesses engaged 
to go to Taifoo village to obtain 
for ‘the de- 
fence, 

Counsel said that as the result’ 
of representations made: since the 
last hearing of the case, four of the 
five detained men, two of whom’ 
were photographers, were released 
on Monday. One of the two re- 
leased witnesses. was badly injured 
through being seriously assaulted 


| by the Fatshan Police and Is now 


lying ill, in Canton. The third wit-. 
ness (the fifth member of the party) 
who is an elder brother of the third 
accused, has not yet been released. 

Mr. Lo suggested that jt. might 
be argucd by Canton that this man 
hud committed a: felony, but that 
should not preclude his production 
before the Court on a writ of 
Habeas Corpus, He asked the’ 
Court to view the case in the same 
way as that of an ordinary person 
brought out of Victoria Jail to give 
evidence. 

Mr. Lindsell: | What power has 
this Court to order the Canton Gov- 
ernment in this matter? 

. Four Remedies Suggested. « 

Mr. Lo said that.in the: alter- 
native, he had four remedies for the 
gituation. The first was that, with 
his Worship's assistance, ‘he could 
indict Tam Thong, the man then 
giving evidence on behalf of the: 
prosecution In the box, of pervert- 
ing the course of justice by prevent-

INQUEST ON: CONSTABLE’S 
, WIFE. . 


“MURDER AND SUICIDE.” 


Mr, A. W. G. H. Grantham. and 
a Coroner’s jury - yesterday after- 
noon held an inquiry on the victima 
of the shooting affray in Elgin 
Street on May 80, when a Shantung 
constable “ named Lui Po-chi was 
stated to have shot his wife and 
then committed suicide by shooting 
himself in the head. 

A-fellow tenant of the house 
testified. that the couple had lived 
there for a couple of months before 
the tragedy, and during that short 
space of time there had been a 
number of quarrels . between them. 
At 3 p.m., On the day of the tragedy 
the man came to the house in a bad 
mood, He smashed a dressing box 
belonging to the woman, cut up 
a jacket’ and -a mat, and then 
left, “He returned at about 6 
d'clock, The. couple were in their 
cubicle for a little while and then 
witness heard three reports. She 
went Into the cubicle and saw the 
bodies, ' 

Summing up, Mr. Grantham ‘said 
that the evidence clearly showed 
that the man was very hot tempered, 
and when a man was hot tempered 
he was’ apt to throw things’ about. 
On that occasion the man-had a 
loaded revolver, and it ‘was not 
dificult to surmise that, in a fit of 
temper, he had shot the woman 
and had then turned the revolver 
on himself. - 

The jury returned a verdict of 
murder and suicide. 


‘WOMAN ATTACKED.

Their 
representative in Berlin was Cur- 
tis Melnitz, and half the shares 
were held hitherto by the German 
Dye Trust. These have now been 
acquired by the Reinhardt-Melnitz 
combination. The intention ap- 
peara to be the formation of a Ger- 
man equivalent of the United 
Artists undertaking.”
